is thought neceſſary to prefix ſomething more by way 
of General Preface, not ſo much regarding the Tian- 
ſlation, as the ſeeming Original Abrvptneſs and Ob, 
ſcurity of our Arabian Author himſelf in ſome Places, 
with his frequent Change of Subjects, his Digreſſious 


and Startings from Matter of Fact, the then preſent 


Wars, Tranſactions, and Intrigues of Chriſtian Courts, 
States, and Kingdoms, (ſor whieh ke wa: chicly {eur 
A.3 | 
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to Paris, and his immet hodical falling upon Philoſo- 
Phical, Divine, and Moral Contemplations, and even 
to ancient, obſolete Hiftories, which ſome think al- 
together Foreign to his Buſineſs. 

Tha: the Ingenuous Reader therefore may not hence- 
forward be left in the Dark, as to any thing exhi- 
bited in the whole Series of theſe Letters; it will not 
be amiſs to begin regularly at the Firft Volume, and 
ſay ſomethirg of the Wars in which our Spy found 
ſeveral Nations of Europe engag'd, at his firſt com- 
ing to Paris; eſpecially France, Pain, and the Em- 

ire. 

After the barbarous Regicide of Hexry the Great, 
the Name and Malice of what they call the Holy 
Leagu', ſeem'd to be quite extinguiſh'd ; as if that de- 
plorab'e 1 ragedy had fully ſatisfied the cruel and bitter 
Zeal cf the Factious Catholicks. Fance ſcem'd to en- 
joy a lerene Quiet, and Halcycn-Days, from the Year 
1610, to 1614 3 Fortune ſmiling on the Greener 
Years of Leis XIII. as loth to diſturb and ruffle the 
tender Paſſions of the Nora Child with the harſh Sound 
of War, ioreſceing that he would quickly have enough 
of that, even in his early Yeuth, before he cou'd 
write Mon, unleſs he had been a King. 

Puing this Minority of his, the Guardianſhip of 
bim, and the Regency of the Kingdom, were com- 

m *t&d to the Oeen- Mother „ Mary de Medicis, Davgh: 
ter io the Great Dale of Tuſcany. This Princes 
had Erought into Fance a Faveurite of hers, a F'9. 
 rentine by Birth and Extraction, whom ſhe exa}ic 
aſerwards to great-Dignities, procuring him ts be 
made a Mer/lal ol the Kingdom, and to be invcil'd 
Vith fo exorbitant a Power at the Court, thai the 
Prirces of the Plecd, with the cther Graidees of 
France, began to look with an ill Fre on him, being 
quite diſguſted at the too protentous Authority) of a 
Stranger. 

J berefore in the Year 1614, they. openly ſiew'd 

their Diſcontent by taking up Arms, rating Seditious 
1 Tumults

Tumulte and Inſurrections, which laſted till the Vear 
1616, at which Time the King was married to 4:7, 
the Daughter of Philip III. King of Hain, wiilſt an 
interchangeable Niatch was made between the young 
Prince of Spain, Son to the ſaid Philip, and Elizabeth, 


Siſter to Lexuis XIII. Thus theſe two potent Mo- 


narchs bound themielves to each other, as the World 
judg'd in ſtricter Obligations of Peace and Friend- 
ſhip, by the Sacred Bonds of Matrimony, and a reci- 
procal Union of their Blood. Which was alſo accom- 
panied wih the Bleſſing of an Univerlal Domeſtick 
Tranquility, and Ceſtation from Civil Broils in France; 
Henry as Fourben, Prince of Conde, and the reſt of the 
Confederate Princes, being reconcil'd, in all outward 
Appeorance, to the King their Sovereign, Put, on a 
ſodden, new Jealoubies ariſing, about the Beginning 
of September 1616, the Prince of Conde was ſehid and 
clapp'd up, and Declarations of War pub'iſh'd againſt 
the Princes, his Confederates. Vet this was all huſh'd 
vp again, and a Peace made the follo:ing Year, vpon 
the Death of the Mar/bal d' Ancres, the fore-mention'd 


Florentine, and Favourite of the Qucen, who was lkill'd 


in the Louvre, by the King's own Command; in that 
when they were going to arreſt him, he ofler'd to 


drawn his Sword in his Defence. 


The Fall of this Italian ſeem'd now to pacify all 
Malecontents. But the Queen taking it to Heart, fe- 


tir'd from the Court. Wich. gave Oczation to the 


King to aſſume the Publick Adininiſtration cf the Go. 
vernment into his own Hands. Ard a while aſter, he 
reſeasd the Printe of Conde from his Confinement. 
Much about the fame Time, there broke forth Civ“! 
Wars among the Crtſons, upon the Account of Religi- 
on. For, the Cathulicks ard Protefiants continually vex- 
ed one another with mutual Injuries 3 ana engaged the 
Kings of France and Spain in their Quarte] ; So tet 
the Arms of theſe two Kingdoms were employ'd 
pan each other on a Foreign Account, for many 
cars. 
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In the mean while, the Duke of Luines ſuceceding 
the Marfhal d Ancres in the Prime Miniitry of France, 
the P, inces and Nobles conceiv'd as great a Diſlike and 
Hatred of his Power at the Court, as they had before 
done of the others, So that, in ſhort, they took up 
Arms alſo, and gave the King no ſmall Trouble. whe 
was at the ſame Time moleſted by the Factious At- 
tempts of the __ Mother's Party. But by the Aſſiſt- 
ance and Counſel of the Prince of Conde, who now 
prov'd faithful and ſerviceable to him, he ſuppreſs d all 
his Domeſtick Enemies, and reſtor'd Quietnefs in France; 
the Queen Mother alſo and her Party being reconciPd 
to him. ä | 

Things remained in this Poſture, till the Dake of 
Rhoan, and his Brother Mnfieur Soubize, rais'd new 
Commotions in the Kingdom. The Rechellers, at the 
ſame Time, took up Arms in Defence of their Reli- 
gion, and call'd in the Engliſb to their Aſſiſtance; who 
fent a Navy of an hundred and twenty Ships, un- 
der the Command of the Duke of Buckingham ; but 
all to no Effect. For, though the Eng liſo landed in 
the Iſle of Rhee, after many ſharp Conflicts, yet they 
were ſoon expell'd again, and a long Siege 1:1d to Ro- 
chel, under the Conduct of Cardinal Richlieu, and the 
Marſhal de Schomberg, who reduc'd that City to the 
King's Obedience, raz'd the Walls, and left it as open 
as a Village, that it might be a Terror and Example 
to others; teaching them rather to confide in the Cle- 
mency and Faith of their Sovereign, than to try the 
Force of his Arms. This was done in the Year 1628. 
From which Time the Rebels, as it were by Strife, 
return'd to their Duty, ſeeking who ſhould be moſt 
forward in teflifying their Obedience to the King, and 
their Repentance for what was paſt. Thus was Peace 
once more reſtor'd to France at Home; that the King 
might have the more Leiſure to proſecute the War in

I pak over theſe three laſt Years, before his coming 
to Paris, with the more Brevity, that there may be 
Room to ſay ſomething of the other Wars in which 
Europe had all along been equally engaged, from the 
Murther of Henry IV. or thereabouts, to the ſameYear 
1637 ; and this ſhall be done as conciſely as may be, 
That ſo the Reader may have the clearer {dea and 
Underſtanding of what our Spy entertains him With, in 
the Courſe of his %% Letters, to the Year 1643, when 
Leauis XIV. the preſent King of France, began his 
Reign. Whoſe Life and Actions gave an immediate 
Turn to all Affairs, beth in his own Dominions and 
the other Nations of Europe, | 

In the Year 1610, the Town of Gulich, in the Ne- 
therlands, was ſurrendred to Prince Maurice of Naſſau, 
after many Princes had clatm'd it. upon the Death cf 
Duke John William, who leit no Heirs of his Body. 


And Prince Maurice himſelf was oblig'd to the French 


for their Aid in obtaining it, About the ſame Time, 
the Moors were expell'd out of Spain, to the Number 
of nine hundred "Thouſand. Of which our Spy takes 
Netice in ſome of his Letters, | 
In the Year 1611, Sigi/mund, King of Poland, took 
S7:olensko, a very ſtrong Town of the Muſcevites, aſter 
two Years Siege. Whoſe Son Ulaaiſlaus, the Muſco- 
weites choſe for their Duke or Czar, of which repenting 
in 2 Jittie Jime, there broke forth a bloody War in 
thoſc Parts. | 5 
I he ſame Year died Charles, the King of Savedelaud, 
being ſucceeded by his Son Guſtavus 3 though; ſome en- 
deavour'd to transfer the Crown to Sizz/mund King of 
Poland. 


In 
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In the Year 1612 died Rogo/ph, Emperor of Ger” 
many, who was ſucceeded by Matthias his Brother. 
A while after this the Fene:ians made War upon Fer- 
dinand, Arch-Duke of Auſtria, Son of the Arch-Duke 
Charles, who was Brother to the Emperor Maxi: 
lian II. This War laſted to the Year 1618, at which 
time it was finiſh'd. 

In the mean while the War between the Dukes of 
Mantua and Sawoy broke forth about the Principality 
of Montferrat, It was occaſion d by the Death of 
Francis Duke of Mantua, who leaving no Male Iſſue 
behind him, Cardinal Ferdinand, his Brother, under 
the Protection of the King of Spain, took Poſleflior: 
of that Principality, which he defended by Arms 
againſt Charles Philibert Duke of Savoy, This War 
allo laſted to the Year 1618, at which time it was 
ended by the powerful Intervention of the French 

ing. 


About this time there broke out a moſt crue! War 


in Germany, on this Occaſion. Ferdinand, Arch-Duke 


of Auſtria, and King of Bohemia, received alſo from 
the Emperer Matthias the Kingdom of Hungary on 
certain Conditions Which Conditions ſeeming diſ- 
advant?geous to the Proteſtants, they made an Inſur- 
rection, firſt at Prague in Bohemia, where they kill'd 
the Magiſtrates, and then they were ſoon follow'd by 
all Bohemia, and the adjoining Provinces, who took 
up Arms againſt the King under the Conduct of E,, 
vel Mansfelt, and other Grandees . 

In the Year1619 Matthias the Emperor died, whom 
Ferdinand, the aforeſaid King of Bohemia and Hunga y 
fucceeding, proſecuted the War very vigorouſly againit 
the Rebels. In the mean while they choie for King of 
Bohemia, Frederick, Elector Palatine of the Rhine, who: 
had married the Lady Elizabeth, Daughter to Fame: J. 
King of England. He with his new Queen were the 
{ame Year ſolemnly crown'd at Prague: And the Year 
following their Forces being routed by the Emperor, 
they themielves were forced to flee into Holland, wheey 

: | | they 
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they led a private Life ever afterwards. In the mean 
while Bohem:;a, with the other revolting Provinces, re- 
turn'd to their Obedience. Ard and this was thought to 
be a leading Card to the religious War, Which about 
the ſame time was raiſed among the Gri/ons ; of which 
mer tion i: made above. Nay, and the ſame is ſuppo- 


ſed to have had Influence on the Commotions raiſed. 


by the Hugonots inhabiting the Foot of the Pyrenees, 
againft whom Leabis XII. made a ſucceſsful Expedi- 
tion in the Year 1620, reducing the greateſt Part of 
that Province to their Duty and Allegiance ; tho' the 
following Year gave him ſome freſh I rouble, and the 
T ois of many great Noble:, among whom were the 
Duke of Mayne, Governour of Guzenne 3 and the Duke 
of Luines, firſt Miniſter of State. 

Abzut the ſame time died Pope Paul V. being ſuc- 
ceeded by Gregory XV. who fate in the Chair but two 
Years and a few Months, when dying he left it to 
Urban III. e . ä a 

In the Year 1624 Breda was beſieg d by Spinola, the 
Spaniſh General, and ſurrender'd in 1625. In the mean 
while Count Mansfelt infeſted Germany with frequent 
Exe urſions, being got at the Head of a bold Army of 
Freebeoters ; but at length be was defeated by Tilly, a 
brave and expert General on the Imperial Side. Then 
he was forced to flee for Sanctuary into Tranflvania ; 
and from thence going to Venice, he died in the 
Year 1626. 

All theſe Things our Spy glances at in his Letters, 
but with ſome Abruptneſs and Obſcurity z which ren- 
ders him ſcarcely itte!ligib'e in thoſe Places, to ſuch as 
know not tle Etitury. is forthis Reaſon we are at 
the Painsof giving a compendious View of the Wars 
an | I lanſactions in Europe before his coming to Paris 

Therefore to procecd ; Gu/ffawvus, King of Swedeland, 
came out of his Territories in the Year 1630, and en- 
te d Pomerania With a mighty Army. From whence, 
aid [rim all the zdjacen P:ovinces, he drove the Im- 
retialilts, In the Year 1631 he entered. the more in- 
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ſerior Parts of the Empire, taking inmumerable Towns, 
and filling all Places with Terror. And this he did un- 
der Pretext of vindicating the Eyangelicks or Prote- 
kants. In vain did 7%, the General of the Catho- 
licks, oppoſe him. All that he could do, was to burn 
Magdeburgh to Aſhes, 

After which the Proteſtant Princes held a Dyet or 
Aſſembly at Leipfice, where they enter'd into a Con- 
ſederacy againſt the Emperor, joining their Forces with 
thoſe of - Gaſlavus, Againic theſe Tilly march'd with 


_ Genetal Papenheim, and laid cloſe Siege to Leipfich, 


which the y were forc'd to ſurrender upon Conditions 
Aſter tv1s the King of Sweds/and, the Duke of Saxo- 
ny, With the cther Confederate Princes, took to the 
Field; and there was a terrible Fight between them 
and the Imperialiſts at Leipfice, whoſe Coniequence 
proved fatal to the latter: For 7% having loſt Ten 


Thouſand of his Men, was forced to flee himſelf ; 


whilſt Leigh fell into the Hands of the Duke of 
Saxory. | his Victory open'd a clear Way for the 
King of Swede/and to over-run all Germany. So that 
having taken Hir!zberg, he ſoon reduced all Franco- 
nia or Frankenland; after that Menix, with other Pro- 
vinces, ſpreading like a Fire, ora Deluge of Water, 
In the mean while the Duke of Saæeny invaded Bohe- 
mia, and took Prague, the capital City of that King- 
dom. In a Word, fo general was the Conſternation 
thoug hout the Empire, that ſome Princes, to divert 
the Storm wiiich they fiw hanging over their Heads, 
had recourſe to the Protection of the King of France, 
who accordingly by his Mediation skreen'd them from 
Violence, eipecialy the Archbiſhop of 47ers, or 

Trewves 
In the Year 1632 the King of Swwedeland purſued 
the Courfe of his Victories, ravagir.g without Stop or 
Oppot:itiun through Alſatia, Bavaria, and other Parts, 
till taking Towns ard ſtrong Holds, filling all Places 
alſo with Ruin and Deſolation. At length "paſſing the 
Danube, he reuted Tiliy once more with all his Ar- 
| Ny 
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my, who died ſoon after of a Wound he receiv'd in 
var og el. 

Malleſtein was fireight ſubſtituted in his Place, who 
recover'd Prague in Bohemia from the Saxons Then 
aſter many Conflicts and Skirmiſhes he encounter'd the 
King of Swedeland at Lutzen, a Town not far from 
Lei fick. This Battel prov'd fatal to Gufflavus, for in 
it he loſt his Life, and not long after him, General 
Papenbtim on the German Side. 

The ſame Year Sigiſmond, King of Poland, dying, 
his Son Uladiflavus ſucceeded in the Throne. The 
Sevedes were not the leaſt diſcouraged from proſe- 
cuting the War by the Death of their King; but 
whereas before they fought for Conqueſt and Li- 
berty, now they ſeemed to fight for Revenge. Chri- 
ina, the Daughter of Gu//avus Adolphus, was ſoon 
fet upon the Throne of Sweden, Aﬀer this there was 
à Dyet held at Frankfort, conſiſting of Savedes and Sax. 
%. Then there was another aſſembled at Hallbrun. 
And the Vear 1634, the States of Saxony met at 
Helberffadt, to conſult about their own Safety. Much 
about the ſame Time happenned the Sieges of Rat 
bonne and Norlingen. This Year was noted with tra- 
gical Characters, on the Account of the great Defola- 
tion made in the Provinces lying on the Nine, by 
War, Peſtilence, and Famine: Where People were 
reduc'd to thoſe Streights, as to feed on human Fleſh, 
and to do other Things, which will ſcarce now ſeem 
credible. 

The next Year 1635, ſeem'd to give a new Turn to 
the Affairs in Germany. For the Duke of Saxony, Bran- 

denburgh, and Luxcmburgh, having had a Treaty at 
Prague in Bohemia, came over to the Empercr's Party. 
Yet the Szvedes {till purſu'd the War. 

The two following Years were remarkable for 
tbe Election of Ferdinand III. who was choſen kirg 
of the Romans 1636, and ſucceeeded his Father in 
the Fmyire 1637 3 as ailo for the Irruption made by 
Cal General of the German Forces into France: 

which 
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Which was attended with various Events on both 
Sides ; 'till at length, toward the End of 1637, Ca- 
laſſio return'd with his Army into the Empire again. 
Ihe ſame Year before there was a notable Sca-Fight 
between the Spaniards and Hollanders. Prince Maurice 
overcame the Portugueſe in Braſil, and took from them 
immenſe Riches. The Prince of Orange beſieged Bre- 
da, and took it. The ſame Year died Boliſlaus, the 
laſt Duke of Pomerania. Much about the ſame Time, 
the Pope earneſtly exhorted the Princes of Europe to 
ellabliſh a General Peace. 

Snch was the Face of Things in Chriſtendom, when 
this Turi came firſt to Paris: And it is evident that 
the Scenes were oſten chang'd in the Courſe of thoſe 
former Years which I have here recounted. And ſo 
they have been ever ſince : Which was the true Rea- 
ſon of that Variety of Subjects, with which cur Au- 
thor abounds: in tome Leiters giving an Account of 
Battles, Sieges, and other Events of Campaigns ; gloſ- 
ſing alſo and deſcanting on the good Conduct or Over- 
ſights of great Generals; on the Valour of famous 
Captains; and, in general, on the Fortun: of War. 
In others he treats of Court-Intrigues, Junto's of Po- 
liticians, and ſubtle Propoſals cf Stateſmen. 

Again, when he writes to his intimate Friends, he 
either entertains them with melancholy Complaints 
of his long Abſence from Conflantinople aud his na- 
tive Country 3 with the Inconveniencies, Miſeries, 
Hazards, and Hardſtips that attend it; or elſe di- 
verts them with ſome trifling Diſcourſe, comical 
Story, or ſomething very unuſual, ſurprizing, and 
ſtrange. | 

In the Time of Var he ſecms to be a curious En- 
grofler zof the earlieſt and choicelt News. In Jime 
of Peace he watches the Mctions of Cardinal Rich: 
lieu, Mazarine, Olivarez, ard other great (yiiniters 
of St: te. For this End he had his Agents about in 
every Corner of the Court of France, beſides bis In- 
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telligencers of Vienna, Venice, or tome other City of 
Europe, 

But give him Leave forherimen to lay aſide the 
Cares and buſy Toils of Liſe. And wonder not if 
he feem in ſome of his Letters very melancholy, in 
others of a contrary Humour, chearful ar d frotick- 
ſome : For theſe Unevenneſſes of Temper happen to 
every Man. 

VPou ſhall hear him ſometimes wiſhing him ſelſ 

in the Pyramids of Eovpt, conſin'd nd enclosed 
within thoſe antique Pilzs, a Companion of Ghefts 
and Devils, rather than lead the Life he did in 
Paris. When, at ancther Seaion, you ſha'l find 
him all over Content and Reſignation itelt in the Ab- 
Rradt. 

Beſides, the Difference of his Years ougbt Gan be 
conſider'd : which, at the Ciimaderical Perioc ate 
obſerv'd to alter Mens Spirits, as well as their Bean 
So that *tis no Wonder, if in the Courſe of fve and 
forty Years, which he paß'd away at Paris, both his 
Genius and Converſation may ſcem to vary at ſome 
critical Seaſons, through the natural Force of Time. 
ald the Change of the Elements, of which his body 
was compounded ; as he himſelf in his Lecters makes 
the ſame Apology. 

Acd to all this, his daily improvements by Obſer— 
vation, Experience, Reading, Medititing Converſe, 
and habitnal Engagements in the Word. For which 
Reaimn alone, it wou'd be unequal to expect the 
ſame Method of Writing from him, eirher as to 
Senſe or Style, Matter or Form, when he was but 
Thirty or Forty Years old, as when he wi: "Three- 
ſcore or T'hreeſcore and Ten, Moſt of the famous 


Writers in the World have not only chang'd the 


Opinions which they harbour'd in their greener Year. ; 
but before they came to tie Age f our %, ſome 
of them have publickly recanted them, beth with 
their Longue and Pen. Neither is it a Shame to

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any Man, fo long as the old Axiom is true : ' Humanum 
eft errare; at Errores feliater retractare, vere Divi-

Neither could our Spy, confidering his Edvcati- 
on in the M:lometan Religion take a properer Me- 
thod in my Opinion, to diſengage himſelt from the 
Legenas of the Nurſery, and the Fables of the Schools, 
{as a great Man calls our Infant Id of Things) 
than to follow the Counſel of his beloved des Car- 
tes, the French Philoſopher, whom he ſo much 
admired; and who adviſes every one that would 
perſect his Reaſon, and arrive at the Knowledge of 
undiſguiſed Truth, to ſhake off the Prepoſietiions 
and Prejudices of his Infancy and Youth ; to wipe, 
bruſh, or ſweep his Soul clean of the very Duſt 
and Relicks left behind on our Fa-ulties, by thoſe 
firit Foreign Invaſions and Encroachments cn our 
Minds. Having thus cleanſed and poliſhed the Soul, 
it becomes a pure Tabula Raſa, fit for the belt or 
worſt Impreſſions. And here's the firſt Start of the 
Free Will: For, before this, a Man is a perie& 
Slave, driven up and down by every Spirit that blows 
ſtrongeſt on him. Whereas, now he begins to fell 
ſome Strength and Conſiſtence in himſelf; being 

able to ſay with interior and ſolid Reaſon, Cogzta 
ergo ſum, Fixing therefore on this Foundation, he 
builds a Fortre!s, or ſtrong Hold; from whence 
he defies all the Atremp:s of open Enemies, or ſly 
ſecret Interlopers ; neither permitung himſelf to be 
debauched by the Prophaneneſs of Libertines and A- 
theiſis, nor by the ridiculous Enthufia/ſms of Fana- 
tick and Zealots. This is the Cburſe which our 
Tur ſeems to have taken wich himlelf, when he 
once arrived at thoſe Years wherein Men uſually 
begin to examine the Grounds of Religicn, and bring 
the Documents and Tradi:ions of their Fathers to the 
Teit of Senſe a d Realon. is no Wonder there- 
fore, if in ſome Letters to his familiar and intimate 

Friends, 
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Friends, he diſcourſes of ſuch Matters with more 
Freedom, than when he writes to the Mufti, the 
Muſti's Vicar, the Preacher of the Seraglio, or any 
of the Grandees, Yet even to theſe he makes bold 
ſometimes to propoſe Queries, and ſtart Scruples 3 
which plainly diſcover that he was not fully fatif- 
hed in many Principles and Practices of the Maho- 
metans, | 

On the other Hand, when he writes to the Tenv, 
his Correſpondent at Vienna, he endeavours to re. 
claim him from a too fond and implicit Confidence 
in the Hebreau Rabbis, whem he calls Religious Tri- 
ers, ridiculing their Fables, and vain Inftitutions, and 


perſvading his Friend not to be over pious, but to 


attend the Affairs of his Employment with Alacri- 
ty, and to be zealous in the Grand Signior's Ser- 
\.ce. He likewiſe frequently explodes the Vanity 
and Superſtition of ſome ſert of Chriſtians, with 
ſome Tartneſs indeed, but free from all III- Nature 
and Bitterneſs, every where ſpeaking honourably of 
Chrift Jeſus our Blefed Saviour ; only condemning 
the Vices and Errors of his Fo/lcxvers, Whi ch laſt is 
no more than what would become a Chriſtian Di- 
vine; whoſe Duty it is to reprove and correct whatſo- 
ever he ſees amiſs in thoſe that profeſs the Chriſtian 
Faith. | | 

In general, he appears a Man void of Superſti- 
tion and Bigotry, Ard if he ſeeras partial or by- 
aſs'd any ways, it is in the Point of Abſtinence from 


Fleſh, and the Doctrine of Tran/migratin Where-

Hence we need not wonder that he appears fo 
much enamour'd with the Indian Gentiles, who are 
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the ſtricteſt Obſervers of Abſtinence, and of the whole 


P;thagorean Diſcipline, of any People in the World, 
as all our modern Travellers can teſtify. 

Though he cannot be called an Antiquary, yet 
he appears a great Lover of Antiquities, and no 
leſs an Admirer of new Diſcoveries, provided they 
be both of them Matters of Importance, and worth 
For it does not belong to 
either of theſe Characters. that a Man is a curi- 
cus Collector of Nledals, Images, Pictures, and a 
Thouſand other 1hgnifcant 'I rifles, which can nei- 


ther ſerve to illuſtrate Hiory, regulate Chronology, 


ner adjuſt any momentous Difficulty in the Records 


of me; but are only reverenced for their Ruſlineſs, 


illegible Characters, ard exotick Figure: Nor that 
he is fond cf every little Improvement in Arts or 
Sciences, Which perhaps has no other l'endency than 
the Advantage of ſeme particular Trade or Profe/- 
and ſcrves only to divert the Mind 
from more ſolid Objects. Whereas our Arabian a- 
ipires at higher Thiugs : He loves Antiquities, but 
"us only ſuch as draw the Veil from off the I. fncy 


of T;me, and uncover the Cradle of the YWerld This 


makes him init with fo moch Zeal and Paſſion, on 
the Records of the Chineſe and Indians. He ad- 
mires New Diſcoveries, but only ſuch as ſhall either 
conduct us to the yet unknown Parts of the Earth, or 
preſent us wich a truer and more perfect Scheme 
of the Heavens, than what was before extant; as 
may be {cen by his Letters to O/man Haroneth, 
Aſtreloger to the Ouitan, Vol. VIII. Book IV. Page 
208. and to Abdelnelee Muli Omer, Pre/ident of 
the Coilege of Stiexces at Fez, Vol. VIII. Bock IV. 
Page 3 6. 

He often praiſes and recommends the Reading of 
History to his Fried : And throughout the Courſe 
of theſe Letters, give» sien i'rools that he is no 
Stranger to it. MIinch yet need not be laid to his 
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Charge, as if he affected to be thought a knowing 
lan; or that he ſpent his Time in Studies foreign to 
his Employment For he began to read H:i/tories, as 


he himſelf declares, long before he came to Paris, as 


ſoon as he was releaſed from his Captivity in Pater mo, 
in Sicily, and had Acceſs to the Academies, Which 
makes it no Wonder, that he ſhould employ his vacant 
Hours in the Libraries of Paris, after he came thither 3 
being a very inquiſitive Man, and greedy of Knowledge. 
Beſides, he was commanded by his Superiours thus to 
improve himſelf, and to tranſmit the ra of what 
he read, to Cenſtaulinople: Which is a ſufficient Excuſe 
for all. | 

It only remains now, that we touch upon ſome Tranſ- 
actions of the Eat, as we have already done upon thoſe 
in the Ve: That jo the Reader, who perhaps has 
not the Leiſure to peruſe the 7urki/b Hiſtory, may 
the better underfland ſome Paiiages in theſe Letters re-

Our Spy was born in the Reign of Sultan Acne? ; 
during v.hoſe Life, he being but a Youth, it will be bo 
no Purpoſe to recount what haypened in thoſe Parts, or 
between that Monarch and the Chriſtians. 

Achmet dying, was ſucceeded by Muſtapha, his Bro- 
ther: Of whom our Author makes jome Mention, 
as of his throwing Gold to the Fiſhes of the Sea ; 
and of the Cruelty af Sultan Amur atb IV. in cauſing 
him to be ſtrangled. Indeed, he was a Prince, wto 
made ſo {mail and conten ptible a Figure in the World, 
that few Hiforians take any other Notice of him, 
than as a Man more fit for a Convent, than for a Royal 


| Palace. | 


Therefore he being depcs'}, and remanded to hs 
former Priſon, where he had ſpent his Youth, O/moe7, 
the Son cf Achmet, was placed in the Throne of hi- 
Fathers, Fe renewed the ancient Leagues, which h:d 
been made between his Anceſtors and ſeveral Chriſtian 
Princes; wrote Letters to Fames I. King of England and 
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Tavis XIII. King of France; auled the Emperor of 


Germany again the Hungarians, Bobemiams, and other 
Bibels, But at length entring into a War with Poland, 
his Army was beaten, from which Jime his Affairs 
began to decline. And next Year giving out that he 
would make a Pilgrimage to Mecha, he was ſtrangled 
by the J anizar! ies, who ſuſpected that he deſigned to 
aboliſh their Order, and alter the Conflitution of the 
Empire. 

Then Maſiapla was aken out of his Priſon again,and 
the ſecond Time placed on the 7Zhrone., Who ſoon at- 
ter expenenced the Mutability of Fortune, in that he 
was again laid aſide ; and Amurath, the Brother of O/- 
Tan, eltabliſhed in his Stead 

This Amunath was a vary Warlike Prince, and 
e'cemed the ſtouteſt Man of his Age. He had not 
Jung ſway'd the Ottoman Scepter, when the Per ſians 
came and beſieged Bagdat, or Ballin, which they 
took from the Trrks, Ihen the (ac ls, with the 
Inhabitants of the Utrain, gave him ſome Diverſi- 
on, making violent Incurſions into the Tur#// Ter— 
ritories, and laying all waſte where ever they came. 
However, the Sultan regarded the Pe ſtan War with 
moſt Concern. He ſent an Army toward Babylon, 
in the Year 1626, who were detested by the Per- 
ſlans; twenty thouſard Turks being killed on the 
Spot. This was revenged afterwards by the Slaugh- 
ter of thirty thouſand Perffans. Then followed the 
Siege, or rather Pockade of Babylon by the Turks, 
A while after this, happened that dreadful Fire at 
Conftantinople, which con! umed a third Part of the 
City. Ot which our Sy make: mention in ſome 
of his Letters; eſpecially to his Friend Dgnet Op- 
lov, who had. ſuffered great Lofles in the Confla- 
gration. 


Not long aſter this, choke was a Rebellion raid in 


the Holy Land ly Facardine, the brave and famous Emir 
of $7207 3 With whoin joined ſome other diſcortented 
| Paja's 
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Baſſa's and Beys of Egypt. But Amurath ſending pow- 


ertul Forces againſt them, reduced them to their Very. 
Afterwards enticing Facardine to Confantimple, the old 
Emir went accordingly with forty thou ſand Men at his 
Heels: Who encamped at a Diſtance from the City; 
But at length truſting too much to Sultan Amurath's 
Allurements and fair Promiſes, he ventured ſo far into 
the Grand Signtor's Clutches, that he was ſtrangled. 
I his our Spy deſcants upon in ſevera! Letters. 

Next followed the Taking of Ravan by the Perfiars; 
which was accompanied by the Rebellion of the Beg- 
/:rbeg of Greece. At which Time there raged a de- 
itructive Plague at Conſtantinople. In this Year our Spy 
came to Paris, Much about the fame 'l ime, the Per- 
frans routed the Turks before Babylon, and forced them 
to raiſe the Siege. 

Amurath was enraged with theſe reiterated ill Suc- 
ceſſes, that collecting together a mighty Army, he 
led them in Perſon to the Walls of Babylon, and laid 
cloſe Siege to that City, reſolving never to return to 
Conſtantinople, till he had won that important Place: 
Which he accordingly did with an infinite Slaughter 
of the Perſians. Our Spy ſpeaks much of this Siege, 
ſometimes extolling the Bravery of Schach Abbas, King 
of the Per fians ; at other Times magnifyirg the Valour 
of Amurath. 


The Grand Signior returning from this ſuccelsſul 


Campaign, enter'd Congtantinopie in Priumph; and de. 
ing pufted up with his Victories, gave the Reins to 115 
paſlion, committing a thouſand Exorbitancies and Cru- 
elties. At length he died of a Fewer, which he got by 
exceſſive drinking of Wine and Spirits, to which he lud 
much addicted himſelf. | |

Thou art / 
rear Death (quoth he) and in the mean time art a Slave.

My Matter owes his Life to Sercca 5 he taught me 
ſo well to forget Offences, that my Delpair changed 
into Reſpect | had no more mind to die. I felt my 
Courage fail, and Fear made me pardon my Matter. 
Thoahadit no Knowledge of this Adventure, becauſe 
L went into the Country, and thou waſt ranſomed, 
whilſt L was out of Palermo. I was ſo very intent up. 
on my Studies, that my Matter, vanquiſhed by m 


Obſtinacy, gave me Liberty to apply my ſelf ta 
tem; being himſelf aſhamed to continue ignorant, 
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whilſt I dreamt of nothing but of improving my 
Mind. 

In the Courſe of Four Vears, and Four Moons, that 
my Captivity laſted, Nero's Matter gave me the firſt 
Tincture of Morality: and after that, I went into the 
Academies, where 1 writ the Fournal of my Life. Pla 
tarch, Livy and Yacitus made me forget the cdious 
Name of Maſter and Slave. 

The Examples of fo many great Men whoſe Hino- 
ries we find there; of io many Emperors, Kings, Cap- 
tains, Matter or Slaves of their Paſſiens: tome dead 
by the Hands of their Friends by Puiſon : others by

When 1 was in my Houſe, I liv'd not 
at Reſt, becauſe I fancy'd Serving; and now J am 


in Service, 1 am in continual Fear of not Pleaſing.

ever he had conquer'd Egypt and Paleſtine.

Children, and hirder them from 
devouring one another; that he would caufe ſharp 
Nails and Razors to be falten'd to the Seats Where the 
Judges fat, that thuſe who ſuffered th-mielv<©s to be 
corrupted, might fir thereon: And indeed in this ar- 
ucular, I cannot but wonder at the CYrifliaus Blind- 
nels.

LETTER XVIII. 
To the Kaimacham , 


HE Chriſtians are become Magicians ; or, to 

ſpeak better, the Spaniards who make War in 
Yiertont, have fill'd the World with Aſtoniſhment by 
an extraordinary and new Inchantment. 1 wrote to 
thee, there were two great Armies before Tarn, 
one to take it, and the other to ſecure it; but I have 
not yet made known to thee, that the Cannon of the 
Spaniards are become Couriers, who carry their Dik 
patches in the Air, into the befieged Cities; and 
moreover Ammunition, Pow der, Salt-Petre, ard Mo- 
ney; a marvellous Invention, which fills me with Ad- 
miration in writing it. There is a Man in the Camp 
of General Leganez, who makes Braſs Bullets fo artl- 
ficially, that having ſhot them into the Ditch of ite 
Place, they have for a long time ſuccoured the Be- 
fieged. is ſaid, that being made in a Vice, and 
hollowed within, they have ſerved for two Lies, to 
convey into Turin what was wanting, and to bring 
back into the Spaniards Camp the Things they molt 
needed. But this Induſtry proved in the End uſeleſs; 
and after ſeveral Conflicts, Turin has fallen again into 
the Hands of King Lewis, who has therein re-eiia- 


bliſned the Ducheſs of Savey, to the great ROT 
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el her People, who have thereupon ſhewed the Signs 
of the greateſt Joy. This Re-eſtabliſhment is owing 
to the Valour and Conduct of Count Harcovr!, who 
haz ſuſtained and repelled the Aſſaults of two Armies, 
ſtronger in Number than his own. This Captain has 
made his Name as famous in Zaly, as were lerctofore 
thoie of the Heroes of Rome and Athens. The Mar- 
quis of Leganez undertook the Siege of Caxal, an im- 
portant Place belonging to the Duke of Mantua, ſitua- 
ted on the famous River of Po in Traly. Count Har - 
court not being able with all his Army to put Succours 
into the Place, he took the Party of iorcing himſelf 
the Beſieged, entring on Horſeback into the Lines with 
his Sword in his Hand, where he was followed by 
ſome of his Gentlemen. "The Spaniards being ſurpri- 
zed and aſtoniſhed, found no ſafety but in Retreat, 
which they made diſorderly; and the French, under 
ſuch a Captain, bore away that Day, the greateſt and 
molt glorious Victory they ever won in Tach. |

den been entirely depopulated ? We ſee not only the 
moſt ſolid Edifices periſh, which are the Works of 
Men, but even Mountains annihilated. There are 
whole Countries which have (as it were) vaniſhed ; 
the Sea has cover'd ſuch Spaces of Land as might have 
made whole Provinces, and which were extreme po- 
pulous. How many Promontories do we ſee, which 
were heretofore certain Guides ta Pilots, but are now 
buried in the Sands, and cauſe oftentimes Shipwreck: ? 
And if the Works of Nature be expoſed to ſuch great 
Ruins, What may not mortal Men expect to ſuffer ? 
But I ſpend Time in relating ordinary Accidents, 
when I mig ht remember thee of greater Ruins, which 
the Fire made in the ſame imperial City, after it had 
been built by the Great Conſantine, to whom ſhe owed 
all her Splendor, before the mighty and ſucceſsful Em- 
perors of the Muſſulmans had therein eſtabliſhed the 
Fat of their Empire. 

Under the Reign of the Emperor Lo, if I be not 
miſtaken, the whole Continent lying along the Po/þbs- 
ru, between both the Seas, was entircly ruined by 
Fire. And twelve Years after, under the Reign of 
Baſil, the famous Library, ſo carefully collected, and 
with that extreme Charge and Trouble, and which 
conſifted of above tuo hundred thouſand Rlanu— 
enpts, with the Skin cf a Serpent 220 Foot long, 
wherein were written the entire Work: of Homer, was 
cenſumed. The Fire which happen'd in the Time of 
Juſtinian, might make ene forget others; the famous 
lemple of St. Sophia, Which is at this Day our chief 
Moſque, could not be preſerved from the Fury of the 

ames, being almct wholly conſumed by it. I ſhall 
ot mention the Ruins which, have h:ppen'd by Farth- 
Wakes, under the Reign of the Emperor Zeno Jzoria.

But thoſe who 
have loſt their Kinsfolk threaten Revenge; and only 
thoſe that have heard of the Death of their Friends are 
| filent, becauſe their Grief is above Expreflion. But all 
in general appear in joch a Conſternation, as would 
make a Man imagine this Stroke is irreparable; ſo true 
it is, that Loſſes are inſuſterable to thoſe that are not 
accuſtom'd to loſe. 

Ore would think, to hear the French talk, that the

He parted from Licom in the Year 1578, in the De- 
ſign of re eſtabliſhing on his Throne Mulzy Mebemit, 
Cheriff of Africk, whom his Uncle NMauley Abdelmelech 
would bereave of his Kingdom ; but in Effet, to en- 
deavour at the making himſelf Mar of Barbary. 

His Army conſiſted of a thouſand Sail, well furmil'd 
with Proviſions, few Soldiers, but a great many Ro- 
bility, This Prince was not above 25 Years of Ag? 
when he formed this Enterprize : he was a ſtrong bo- 
died Man, öf a moderate Stature, but well ſet; his 
Hair was yellow, his Eyes great and full of Fire; his 
Courage was not inferior to his Strength, and he had 
no violent Inclination to Pleaſures, which generally 
take Mens Minds off from gallant Actions; he was 
temperate in all Things, yet very forward in Under. 
takings, and always ſum and unmoveable in greateſt 
Dangers He va a great Husband of his Revenues, 
employing them in his Subjects Defence, or to the In- 
creaſe of his own Power. He was agreeab.e to all thoſe 
that waited on kim ; and in the free!: Converſations 
be tock cate not to diſublge any one by {harp Raijlery 
or diatteful Sayings 3 and fo merciful was he, that he 
avolded all Occaſions of condemning his Subjects to 
Death TTe paſſionately loved War; but tis thonght 
the Expedition into Afr ick, wherein he periſhed, came 
from Spaniſb Cyinlels.

He preiented 
hin.teif at Venice in an Aſſembly of the wiſeſt Magi- 
ſtrates in Europe; and he recited to them the Accidents 
of bis Liſe, the Hiſtory of hi: Predeceflors, the Misfor- 
tunes he met with in ick, whence he retired into 
Calabria. He did more; for he ſtripp'd himſelf before 
this illuſtrius Aſlembly; he ſhewed them ſeventeen 
Marks on his Bedy, which were acknowledged wit}: 
Attoniſhment by the Portugueſes themſelves, to be at 
It n very like thoſe which they knew their Sovereign 
dad on his Body; and he allo ſhewed that he had one 
Lala greater than the other, and a Lip Diſproportion— 
able in the ſame manner, Wich were the well known 
Marks in the Perſon of D. Sghaſtian.

and returned into his Kingdom, to give Peace to his 
People, and deliver them from the Tyranny of Stran- 
gere, but having been convicted of Impoſture, he was 
put to Death.

The Marquis 4% Ville Reale, and the Duke de Ca mine 
his Son, near of Kin to the King, have loſt their Heads 
on a Scaffold, with the Count 4˙ Armanar, and Don Au. 
guftin Manuel ; and the People beheld their Death with- 
cut any Compaſſion, only ſhewed ſome Regret at the 
Loſs of the young Duke of Camine, who paſſing before 
the Body of his Father all bloody, threw himſelf on the 
Ground to kiſs his Feet; asking him a thouſand Times 
Pardon, though he was the Author of this Misfortune. 
There were others who ſuffered a more ignominions 
Death, who were not only hang'd but qua red and 
thoſe Parts of their Bodies ſet up in ſeveral Place for an 
Example, and to put the People in Mind, that ſuch At- 
tempts ſeldom eſcape unpuniſhed. 8 
As to the Archbiſbop of Brague, and other Fccliſaſticꝶs 
his Accomplices, they are kept with graut Care in Pri- 
ſons, in Expectation of Commiſſione:s from Rome, with- 
out which Prelate's Conſent, they can do nothing far- 


ther to them. The King wore: Mourning four Hours 


for the Marquis de Ville Reale, and the Duke 4e Camne 
his Son according to the Cuſtom of the Chriftio;, 
who are wont to apparel themſelves in Black tor the 
Death of their Kindred, to denote the Sorrow they con - 
ceive at their Loſe; and this Ceremony is term'd N.
